Dealers Warned Any Sudden Price Boosts Would Bring OPA Action; 
Oct. Car Quota Dropped to 30,800; Only 75,000 Autos Left; 
More Trucks and Parts Needed, Rodgers Says 


Firmer prices and growing inventories 
are combining to hold off OPA’s threat- 
ened price ceiling on used cars, it was 
evid-nt last week. However, dealers 
; ; were warned that any sudden increase 
in prices and a real shortage of cars would bring on a 
ceiling forthwith. Further evidence along these lines was 
given Wednesday by Ray Chamberlain, executive vice- 
president of National Automobile Dealers Assn., speaking 
before Kentucky Automobile Dealers Assn. in Louisville. 
Chamberlain said he believed it was likely that used 
cars would be put under a price ceiling, but when is the 
question. It may be 30 days, 60 days or longer, he declared, 
depending on how dealers handle the situation. Reports 
reaching AUTOMOTIVE NEws from all sections of the nation 
last week told of legitimate dealers’ concerted efforts to 
control the activities of used car “brokers,” who have 
entered the market in droves seeking easy profits, have 
been instrumental in boosting prices, and bringing down on 
franchised dealers the wrath of both public and government.

Because of the dwindling supply of 
new Cars in the national stockpile (now 
containing less than 75,000 cars), the 
Office of Price Administration last 
week reduced the October quota of new 
cars for rationing to 30,800, about 25 percent below the 
September quota of 40,600. In addition to the state quotas, 
7,000 cars will be held in reserve to meet local demands 
in excess of quotas. 

The 7,000 total consists of 2,000 in state reserves, 
1,000 in regional reserves and 4,000 in the national reserve.

Noted Buffalo Auto Man, 


John J. Gibson Dies 

BUFFALO.—For half a century 
one of Buffalo’s foremost figures in 
the automobile world, John J. Gib- 
son, 78, died last week. He or- 
ganized the Kensington Electric 
Car Co., manufacturing electric 
automobiles. 

Gibson opened his first automo- 
bile agency in 1898. The firm later 
became the John J. Gibson Co., 
Ine. It distributed the Hupmobile 
for 17 years and in recent years 
the DeSoto and Plymouth. War- 
time conditions caused the firm to 
suspend operations in June. He was 
one of the original members of the 
Automobile Club of Buffalo and 
had been president, secretary and 
director of the Buffalo Automotive 
Trade Assn.

DETROIT.—While pointing out 
that the rubber industry was gain- 
ing ground against obstacles to 
synthetic tire production, Col. 
Bradley Dewey, rubber administra- 
tor, emphasized in a speech before 
the Michigan Trucking Assn. last

He said in Detroit that the pres- 
ent GRS heavy duty truck tire, 
made of 30 percent crude and 70 
percent synthetic, would stand up 
under reasonable speeds and care- 
ful conservation measures. 


“In recent drastic tests,” he said, 
“the best of the synthetics stood 
up better than the worst of the 
crudes. And the _ synthetics are 
getting better every month.” 

As for passenger car tires made 
entirely of synthetic, Col. Dewey 
said that they were adequate for 
all practical purposes when prop- 
erly treated. 


Unfavorable reports on_ the 
quality of synthetic tires were 
discounted by Dewey, who point- 
ed out that the tests in question 
were made some time ago, when 
synthetic was in the early stage 
of development. Citing the tests 
made in conjunction with the 
Indiana Department of Public 
Safety, he said that the manufac- 
turer involved was making a 
poor tire and has since learned a 
lot about synthetic. 

The rubber administrator empha- 
sized that in addition to supplying 
rubber his office was doing its 
utmost to push the tire produc- 
tion program. It had helped to 
obtain higher priorities for urgent- 
ly needed milling machines and 
was obtaining cooperation in meet- 
ing grave shortages of manpower 
and cotton and rayon tire fabric. 
He cited especially “the remark- 
able cooperation” of labor in get- 
ting more production out of pres- 
ent facilities. 

Col. Dewey said that recently 
the addition of Buna § in substan- 
tial proportion in the manufacture 
of camelback for passenger car 
tires had been approved. For 
trucks and buses, recapping mate- 
rial is now being made with 100 
percent synthetic rubber, he said, 
and added that it was an excel- 
lent product. 


Col. Dewey urged the truckers, 
who were also addressed by 
Harold Arnot, director of the 
motor transport division of Office 
of Defense Transportation, to 
take extra pains to maintain 
proper inflation, drive at reason- 
able speeds and avoid overload- 
ing. 

In the development of synthetic 
tires, Col. Dewey said, rubber 
manufacturers deserved high praise 
for unselfishly pooling knowledge 
and experience and working with 
experts from Dewey’s office. 

(Later, in Washington, Dewey 
indicated that there was no need 
for a breakdown in essential trans- 


Irate Jeffers 
Hints at Seizure 


Of Tire Plants 


PHILADELPHIA. —It may be 
necessary for the federal govern- 
ment to start manufacturing tires 
and other rubber articles “to pro- 
vide tires at a fair price” and to 
“do away with the continual bick- 
ering and knifing of the rubber 
program,” in the opinion of former 
Rubber Administrator William M. 
Jeffers. 

Jeffers expressed this view in a 
telegraphic reply to an editorial 
which appeared last week in the 
Philadelphia Record, which sug- 
gested that Jeffers had erred when 
he resigned as administrator on 
the ground his job was completed, 
and indicated he had better resume 
the post until that “big job is 
finished.” 

After criticising rubber manufac- 
turers, the rubber labor unions and 
the War Manpower Commission, 
Jeffers, in his reply, added: 

“The taxpayers of this country 
have an investment of three-quar- 
ters of a billion dollars in synthetic 
rubber plants. Here is an invest- 
ment that can and should pay 
dividends. 

“T am a firm believer in private 
initiative and private business, but 
in order to protect this investment 
and make certain that there is no 
unnecessary interference with the 
rubber-borne transportation on the 
highways of this country, and to 
assure the manufacture of accep- 
table tires at a fair price, and at 
the same time do away with this 
continual bickering and knifing of 
the program, it may be necessary 
for the government to go into the 
manufacturing of tires and rubber
